the treasury department to the de- 
partment of Justice, is among the rec- 
ommendations adopted by the Judicial 
conference of senior circuit Judges, It 
became known today when Chief Jus- 
tice Taft, as chairman of the confer- 
ence, addreated a letter to Attorney 
General Stone, transmitting a request 
that he embody the proposal In hto 
annual report U» congress. 


The senior circuit Judges, familiar 


with court conditions and reflecting 
th* opinion of federal district Judges, 
take the position that the 
transfer 


should be made at once. Basing their 
recommendations on abundant exper- 
ience with prosecutions arising under 
the prohibition law. the Judges, with 
Chief Justice Taft concurring, declare 
that such a transfer 
"would 
make 


much for effectiveness in enforcing 
the law. 


In the statement which they asked 


to have transmitted to congress, the 
Judges asserted that "alt the appro- 
prinllotis for such enforcement should
